| diminiſh the plenty, 02 impaire the iuſt value ofthe Coynes of this 
| Our Realme ; yeterperience hath made it enident , thatneither the 
"4 ſeuerity of Qur Lawes, noz ſtrictneſſe of Pur P2oclamations 
Nil baue effected that good, whichin Qur Paincely care and pzoutdence 
ofthe publique weale, udce Hane ſo much aymed at,but againſt all 
Pur endeuour and p2outſion,farre greater quantities of light Gold, thenin any fozmer age . 
hath beenknowen, aredaply andcontinually vttered, to the great deceit of Our Subiects; and 
not onely ſo, but the waightieſt of our Coyne,being culled out and ſozted, istranſpozted into 
fozraine parts,to the imponeriſhing of this Pur Realme. And therfoze finding theſe euils,

| by the dligence and care of Our Commiſſioners authozized foz the 


great content, butconfirmed Our Reſolution againſt all oppoſition of refractozy perſons, to 
p2oceede ina wozke not onely honourable and gracefull, but ſafe and healthfull #92 Qur ſayd 
City ; Jt being not without pzeſident ofancient times,euen tn this Our Citie of London ; Yn 
the Recozds Whereof it is remembzed, that inthe time of King Richard the firſt, Henry Firz- 
Allwya then Mayoz, fo: pzeuention ofcaſualties by fire, cauſedp:ouiſion to be made, that 2Buil- - 
dingstn the ſaid City ſhould be of Stone, which foz many yeeres after was obſerued : But the 
neglect thereof tn ſucceeding times, eſpecially in the pzeſent, the great confluence to Dur ſayd 
City, peſtering of the Streets with Jutties, Stalles,andother annoyauces, ſcarcitie of Tim- 
ber, and many other occurrents , haue turned the policie ofthoſe ancient times from conuent- 
encle toneceſſitie; Jn which reſpect, ve are now fully determined, notonely to ratifle Our 
fozmer Commandements, but to vſe all poſſible endeauour by Qur further care and direction 
to accompliſh Our intention ina matter ofluch highconſequence.

Aud that all Shops and Streete doo2es be made with Pillaſters of Stone, oz Bztcke, and 
the heads of the Shop windowes cut in wedges, with Arches oner them toſuſteine the wall 
aboue, and that the Pillaſters of Stone be tn bzedth fifteene inches at the lcaſt, and as thick as 
the wall ofthe Stozy. 

Andlaſtly, thatnone doe raiſe the firſt flooze to gaine height in thetr cellars, ſo as theyare 
fo:ced to make ſteps into the Freete, 

And to the endthis Our pleaſure hereby ſignified and publihed, may be the betterexecuted, 
Wee de hereby require andauthoziſe:Our ſatd Commiſſioners foz Buildings, and euery 02 a- 
nyofthem;andall and enery Yuſtice, o2 Juſtices of Peace, reſpectinely tocommit to Ward 02 
Pxſon,all ſuch perſons as (hal be foundto offendin any ofthe pzemilles, contrary to the intent 
of this Our Pzoclamation. And we doe further requireand command, andgiue authozitte 
vntoall Mayozs, Sheriffes, Yuſtices of Peace, Conſtables, Headbozoughes, and other Pur 
Officers and Miniſters, without any further o2 other uwdarrcant, to make ſtay of, andre- 
ſtraine allirregular Buildings and pzoceedtngs contrary to Our command heereby, ozby any 
fozmer Pzoclamation concerning Buildings publiſhed. wherein fany ſhall be ſo bold topzo- 
ceednotwithſtanding this Our gentle admonitton, Our pleaſure then (s, that Hur Attourney 
Generallfoz the time being, doe from time to time infozme agatuſt ſuch perſons in Our High 
CourtofStarre-chamber,aswilfullcontemnersofOur Royall Command,

Wa 2) By the King. 
/. A Proclamation declaring his Maieſties pleaſure 


concerning the diſloluing of the preſent Conuention of Parliament. 
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Lhis Parliament beginning in January laſt,pzoceeded ſome moneths withfuch harmonie 
betweene Us and Our people, as cannot bee paralletdby any fozmer time : Fo2 as the Houſe 
of Commons at the firſt, both inthe manner of thetr ſapplie, and otherwiſe,ſhewedgreater 
lone,and mozereſpect then euer any Houſe of Commons did to Us, 02 ( as Wee thinke ) to 
any King befoze Us: So u9ge,vpon alltheir complaints,haue affozded them ſuchmemozable, 
and rare examples of Juſtice, asmany ages paſt cannot ſhew the like; wherein, that u9ee p2e- 
ferred the weale of Our people befoze all particular reſpects, the things themſelnes doe ſut- 
fictently pzooue, Our Juſtice beingextended,not onely to perſons of ozdinary ranke and qua- 
litie , but euen tothe pzime Officer of Our Kingdome, And although after their firſtReceſſe 
at Eaſter, wee found that they miſſpent a great deale of time, rather vpon the mlarging of 
the limites of their liberties, and diners other curious, and vnp2ofitable things, then vpon 
the framing and pzoponing of good ep2ofitable Lawes: Yet de gaue them time and ſcope 
fo2 their Parliamentary pzoceedings , and pzolonged the Seſſion to an vnuſuali length, con- 
tinuing it vntill the etght and twentieth day of May , befoze u9ce ſignified Our purpole 
fo: thetr Receſſe; and then u9ee declared, that ue would make a Receſſe on the fourth day of 
June next following, but onely fo2 a time, and in ſuch maner, as might bee without diſtur- 
bance to any their buſineſſes in hand , expzeſſing out of Pur Grace (though Wee needed 
not) the cauſes of that Dur purpole,which were the ſeaſon of the peere,vſually hot,and vnfit 
fo2 greataſſemblics, Dur P2zogreſle appzoaching, the neccſitte u8ce Had to make vſe of Pur 
Councell attending in both houſes, both to ſettle Pur watightie affaires of State befoze voce 
went, and to attend Us when wee went Our P2zogreſle , the diſfurniſhingof Dur ozdinary 
Courtsof Juſticeſo many Termes together , the longabſence of Juſtices of Peace, and De- 
puty Lieuetenants , Whoſe pzeſence was needfull foz making and returning of muſters, 
and fo2 ſubozdinate gouernement of the Countrey;and therefoze wee appointed to adiourne 
theParliament on the fourth day of June, gining that warninglonger then vſuall, that they 
might let in ozder their buſineſſes, and pzepare their greenances, which wee p2zomiled both 
to heare andanſWere befoze that Receſſe, foz pzeſenting whereof we appointed thema time. 
Lhis meſſage graciouſly intended by Us, was not ſo well entertained by ſome, who ina 
ſho2t time diſperſed and ſpzed their tealouſies vnto others, and thereby occaſioned diſcon- 
tentment in the Houſe, fo2 being adiourned Without paſſing of billes, Pet made not their 
add:eſſe to Us, as had bcene meet , but deſired a conference with the Lozds; and at that 
conference,thenine and tlventteth day of May,vnder colour of defiringto petition Us foz\ome 
farther time,to perfect and paſſe ſome ſpeciall Bfls, were tmboldened,not onely to diſpute,but 
to refellallthe reaſons thar we had ginen fo2the adiournement, which betngmade knawen 
vnto Us, wee againe ſignified Our pleaſure to both Houſes, that on the fourth dayof June 
the Parhament ſhould riſe, but v3ce would then gine Pur Royall aſſent to ſuch billes, as 
were 02 ſhould bee ready and fit to bee then paſſed, continuing all other buſineſſes in ſtate 
they were bya ſpeciall Act to be framed fo2 thatpurpoſe, | 

The Lo2ds with all duette and reſpect, \abmittedto Our reſolution, paſſed the Act, # ſent 
itwitth ſpeciall recommendation to the houſe of Commons;but they neither read it, no2 p2ocee- 
ded With buſineſles, but fozgetting that the time was Ours enot theirs, continued their diſcon- 
tentment;as they pzetended,foz being ſo ſoone diſmiſſed, n2e(thoughtit were ſtrange to obſerue 
ſuch anerſnes fo2 Qur reſoluing vponſuch waighty reaſons, thatWwherin Be needednot to be 
meaſured by any other rule , but Pur ownePaincely will ) yet were contented to deſcend 
from our owne Right, to alter Our reſolution, and to continue the Seſſion foz afoztnight 
moe, wherein they might perfite ſuch publique Billes, as wereeſteemed of moſt impoztance: 
fo: which purpoſe , Be Our lelfe came in perſon vnto the Higher houſe of Parliament , and 
made offer thereof vuto them, which being, in effect, as muchas the Commons had fozmerly 
deſired, was no ſooner offered, but yeelding thankes to Us, the ſaid Commons reſolned che 
ſame day directly, contrary to their fozmer deſire, to refuſe it, and to accept Our firſt Reſolu- 
tion of an adiournement ; but attending Us at Greenwich, pzeſentedno grieuances: Thisin- 
conſtancie,as uw9epaſſed by with a gentle admonition; fo fo: the matter ofgrienances, aſwellof 
England, as Jreland, We pzomiled to take them into Qur owne care,though not pzeſented to 


—— "= 


Us, and really perfozmed the ſame ſo far fozth, as time , and the aduice of Our Councell of 


each Kingdome could enable Us, as is witneſſed by Nur ſeuerall Pzoclamations, publiſhed 


in bothRealmes, as likewiſe in grantingat theſame time thoſe thzee ſuites which were p2o- 


poned bnto Usby the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, at the requeſt, andin thenameofk both the 
YHouſes : 2But in concluſion the houſe of Commons making it their choiſe, v9ce made a Re: 
ccſle by adiournement of theParliament, the fourth day of June : Though indeed we muſt 
doe them this right, thatattheſatd Receſſe, takinginto their ſerious conſideration the p:e- 
ſent eſtate of Our childzen abzoad, and the generallafflicted eſtate of the true P:ofefſo2s of Re: 
ligton in fozraine parts, they did with one vnanimous conſent, in the name of themlelnes, 
andthe whole bodyof the Kingdome, make amoſt dutifull and ſolemne p:oteſtation , that if 
Qur ptous Endeauours,by treatie to pzocure their peace aud ſafetie, ſhoutdnot take that good 
cffect which was deſired, (inthe treatte whereof, they humbly bcſought Us, not to ſuffer 
any long dclay)then, vpon ſigntfication of Dur pleaſure in Parliament, they wouldbe ready, 
fo the vttermoſt oftheirpowers, both with lines and foztunes to aſſiſt Us,ſo as that by the di; 


uine helpe of Almightie God, uge mtght beable to doe that by Our \wozd , whict ; 
able courſes ſhould not be effected. 20 , WYICY by peace

But during the time of this long Recelſe, haningto Our great charges mediated with 
the Emperour, by the meanes of Our Embaſſadour,the Lozd Digbic, and hauing found thoſe 
hopes to fayle, which we had to pzenaile by treaty, we in confidence of the Aſſiſtance of Our 
people, thus freely pzomiled and pzoteſted in Parliament, did inſtantly ſhozten the time of 
the Receſſe,(Which ve had befoze appointed to continue vntill the eighth day of Febzuary,) 
and did reaſſemble Qur Parliament, the twentiethday of Nouember laſt, andmade knowen 
vnto themthe true ſtate and neceſſity of Our Childzens affayzes, declaring Our reſolution 
vnto them, of taking vpon vs the defence of Mur Childzens patrimony, by way of Armes, 
fince Wecould not compalle tt by an amicable treaty ; and therefoze expected the fruit ofthat 
thetr declaration, whereby ue Were inuited vnto this courſe : wheretn,howbeit we are well 
ſatiſfied of the good inclination of the moſt part of ©@ur Houſe of Commons.teſtified by their 
ready aſſent to the ſpeedy paronent of a Subſidie,newly to be granted, yct vpon this occaſion 
ſome particular members of that Houſe tooke ſuchinozdinate liberty, not onlyto treat of Qur 
high P2erogatiues , and of ſundzy things , that without Our ſpectall direction were no fit 
ſabiects tobe treated ofin Parliament; but alſo to ſpeake withleſle reſpect of fozraigne Pzin- 
ces, Qur Allies, then Were fit kozany Subiect to doe of anoynted Kings, though in enmity 
and hoſtility with Us. And when, vpon this occaſion, wee vſed ſome repzehenſion towards 
thoſe miſcarriages, requiringthem not to pzocecd butinſuchthings as were within the capa- 
city of that Houle, accozding tothe continuallcuſtome of Our Pzedeceſſozs, then by the meanes 
of ſome euill affected and diſcontented perſons, ſuch Heat and diſtemper was rayſed in the 
Houle, that albeit themlſelues had ſued vnto Us foz a Seſfion,and foz a generall pardon, 
vnto both which at their earneſt ſuit v9e aſſented, yet afterthis fire kindled, they reiected 
both, and ſetting apart all buſineſſes of conſequence and waight (notwithſtanding our ad- 
monition and earneſt pzefſing them to goe on) they eitherſate asſilent, o2 ſpent the time in 
diſputing of Pzimledges, deſcanting vpon the wozds and ſyllables of Qur Lettersandmeſ- 
ſages, Which koz better cleering of trueth, and ſatiſfaction of allmen, uge are aboutto pub- 
liſhin Pztnt, lo ſooneas poſſibly ue can, Andalthough tn Qur Anſwer tothetr petition, 
wee gaue them full aſſurance that wee would bee as carefull of the pzeſeruation of their 
Painiledges, as of Pur owne Royall Pzerogatine, and in Our explanation after ſent vnto 
them by Dur Letters, Wzitten to Our Decretary, We told them that Wee nener meant to de- 
nie them any lawfull pziuiledges that ener that Houſe enioyed in our p:edeceſſours times; 
and that whatlocuer pziniledges 02 liberties they enioyed by any Law oz Statute, ſhould 
euer bee tnuiolablie pzeſerued by Us; and use hoped Our pe Would imitate Our 
footſteps therein; and whatloener pziniledges they enioyed by long cuſtome, and vncontrol- 
led and lawfull Pzeſidents, u9e would likewiſe be as carefull to pzeſerne them, and tranſmit 
the care thereof to Dur poſterity, confeſſing Dur ſelues in tuſtice tobee boundto maintaine 
themin theirRights, and in grace,that ge were rather minded to increaſe,theninfringe any 
of them, if they ſhould ſo deſerne at Pur hands, which might: ſatiſfie any reaſonable man, 
that we werefar from violating their pztuiledges. And although by Qur Letters watttento 
their Speaker:We aduiſed them to pzoceed;+make this a Sefſion.to the end,that Our good 
Elouing ſubteſts might haue ſome taſte,aſwell of Our grace # goodnes towards them,by our 
free pardon & 900d Lawes to be paſſed,as they had both by the great # vnuſuall examples of 
Jullice ſincethis meeting, &thelo many eales & comfozts giuen vnto them by Pzoclamation. 
And although ugee hadgiuen oder foz the Pardon fo goe on, and that in a moze gracious 
and liberall manner then hath naſſed in many veeres befoze. and ſiamfied Our willimaneT 
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that rather thentime ſhould bee miſſpent, they might lay aſide the thought of the Subſidie, 
and goe on with an Act fo2 continuance of Dtatutes, and the generall Pardon; yet all this 
p2enailed not to ſaciſfie them , either fo2 their pzetended Pziuiledges, 02 to perſwave them 
top2oceed With Bils foz the good of themſelues, andchoſe that ſent them. But as the Seſli- 
onand Pardon were by thein Welldeſired at firſt; ſo were they as ill reiected at the laſt ; and 
not withſtanding the ſinccritie of Dur pzoteſtations, not to innade their Patutledges ; yet by 
the perſwaſion of ſach as had becne the cauſe of alltheſe diſtempers , they fall to carue foz 
themſelues, and pzetendingcauſcleſiy to be occaſioned thereunto, inan vnſcaſonable houre of 
the day, audavery thinne Houſe, contrary totheir owne Cuſtome in all matters of waight, 
conclude,and cnter ap2otcſtatton foz thetr iberties,in {uch. ambiguous and generall wozds,as 
might ſernefo2 future times to innade moſt ofour inſeparable Rightsand Pzerogatines, an- 
nered to Pur Pmperiall Crowne : Wwhereofnot onelyin the timesof other Qur P2ogenitozs, 
but tn the bleſledRaigne of Our late Pzedecefſoz, that renowned Queene EL1zaBzrx, 
ne found Our Crowne actually poſſeſſed; an vſurpation that the Maieſtte of a King can by 
no meanes endure. 25y all which may appeare, that howſocuer in the generall pzoccedings 
of that Houfe, there arc inany footſteppes of louing and well affected dnetieto Us : pet ſome 
ill tempered ſpirits, haue ſowed tares among the co2ne , and thereby fruſtrated the Hope of 
that plentifull and good Harueſt, Which might haue multiplyedthe wealth and welfare of this 
Whole land ; by their cunning diuerfionshane impoſed vpon Us aneceſſitie of diſcontinuing 
this p:eſent Parliament , without putting vnto it the name 02 period of a Seſſion. 

And theretoze, whereasthe ſaidaſſembly of Parliament was by Qur Comiſſion adtourned 
vntill the eigh; day of Febzuary now ncxienſuing, We, nunding not to continue the ſame any 
longer, andtherefozenot holdingit fit to cauſe the Pzelates , Noblemen , and States of this 
Our Realme , oz the Knights, Citizens and Burgeſles oftheſame Parltament to trauaile 
thereabout, hane thought fit to ſignifie this Our reſolution, With the reaſons thereof vnto all 
OUr Dubiects, inhabiting tn all parts of this Realme, willing and requiring the ſaidÞ2e- 
lates, Noblenien and States, andallo the ſaid Knights, Cittzens, and Burgeſles, and all o- 
thers, to whom in this caſe it ſhall appertaine , that they fozbeare to attend as the dayand 
- place p2efired by the ſaid adiournement, andin ſo doing, they are and ſhall be hereby diſchar- 
ged thereof againſt vs. And v9e doe hereby further declare, that the ſaid ConnentionofPar- 
iament,neither is,no2 after the ceaſing and bzeaking thereof ſhall be, noz ought to be eſteemed, 
adiudged, 02 taken to be, o2 make any Seſſjon of Parliament. 

And albeit x9e are at this time enfozced to bzeake off this Conuention of Parliament : yet 
Dur will and defice is, that all Qur ſubtects ſhould take notice, foz auoyding of all finiſter 
ſuſpicions andiealouſies, that Our intent and fullreſolution ts, to gouerne Our people in the 
ſame manner,as Our P2ogenitours and Pzedeceſſours, Kingsand Nuecnes of this Realme 
of beſtgonernment, hane heretofoze done ; and that uBee ſhall be carefull, both t1 Pur one 

rſon, and by charging Our pzinte Counſell, Our Judges, and other Our Miniſters in their 

euerall places reſpectinely, to diſtribute true Juſtice and right vnto all Our people; and that 
we ſhall bee as glad to lay Hold of the firſt occaſion in due and conuentent time, which ee 
e ſhallnot be long, tocalland aſſemble Our Parliament, with confidence of the trueand 
earty lone and affection of Our ſubiects, as either u9e, oz any of Our Pzogenttozs haue beene 
atany time heretofoze.

gent, corrupt oz remiſle herein , ſhall vadergpe ſuch painesand penalties, as by the Lawes o2

Theſediſozders 
and tiumults have been thus raiſed in Scocland, and fomented by factious ſpirits, and thoſe 
Traiterouſly affzcted, begun upon pzetences of Religion, the common cloakfoz all diſobedi- 
ence ; but now it clearly appears, the aim oftheſe Men ts not Religion (as they fally p2e- 
tendand publiſh) but it is to ſhake cff all Monarchicall government, and to vilifie Our Re- 
gall power jultly deſcended upon Us over them: Nay thetr malice reaches ſo farre, both 
againſt Dur Power and Perſon, as that in a moſt cunning and ſabtill way they have en- 
deavaured to poiſon the hearts of Dur good and loyall Subjects of this Our Kingdom, 
and to ſeduce them (were it in their power) tothe like Rebellious courſes with themſelves:

Fourthly , By their rejecting of the Covenant commanded by Our authozity, becauſe 
if was commanded byUs, whereas no Covenant oz2Bandof that nature in that Kingdom 
hath ever been oz canbe legall and warrantable, which hath not beencommanded, 02atleaſt 
aſſented unto by Royall authozity : As foz inſtance, That Covenant in Our dear Fathers 
time was condeſcended unto by Him, and ſothe Subject (at the humble Petition of the ge- 
nerall Z7embly it ſelf) permitted by Him to ligne tt. weſay it again, ThatOur Cove- 
nant was rejected by them, becauſe commandedby Us ; And this ts manifeſt, becauſe foz 
matters of Religion Ours agreedin all things with their own Covenant: By which Co- 
venantof theirs, they have Treacherouſly inducedmany of Our people toſwear to a2Band 
againſt Us; which Band andCovenant (ozrather Conſpiracy) of theirs,could not be with 
God, being againſt Us theLozds anointed over them: 2ut it was andis a Bandand 
Covenant pzetended to be with God, that they may with the better countenance do the 

wozks of the devill; ſuchas all Treaſons and Rebellions are, 
 Andlaſtly, By their moſt hoſtile pzeparations in all kindes, as if we were not their 
King, but their \wozn Enemy: Foz what canthetr intentionsbe, being thus pzepared, but 
toinvade this Kingdom, ſhould they not finde Us ready, both to reſiſt their fo:ce and to 
curbe their inſolencies : Foz many , and ſome of the chickeſt amongſt them, aremen, not 
onely of unquiet ſpirits, but of bzoken foztunes, and would be very glad of any occaſion 
(eſpecially under the colour of Religion ) tomakethem whole npon the Landsand Goods 
of Dur Subjects in England , who we p:eſume (beſides their allegiance to Us) will look 
better tothemlelves E theireltates, then to ſhare them with ſuch deſperate Hypocrites, who

Foz though inſome of thetr Libels they give Us good wozds, and ſpeak Us fair foz their 
ownends, eſpecially in theirlaſt, Pzinted at Edcaburgh, Febznary quarco 1639, yet ſome of 
them refuſe both the Dath of Allegiance and Supzemacy, and publikely maintain that 
they are not obliged to take theſame. Now How can we think theſe mien are dutifull and 
toyallintheirhearts, that bzoach ſuch dangerous Optnions, 02 Religioufly minded that 
teach ſuch Rebellious Doctrine, and ſo contrary to all which Pzoteſtant Divines teach to- 
wards the King and the Civill Pagiſtrate ; Nay, they have infected divers of their Conn- 
trey-men (which are comeintoother parts) With the ſame Uenome ; foz three Scots-men 
takenin Walcs,are at this day Pmpaiſoned fo2 direct denyallof Our Supzemacie andtheir Al- 
legiance,ſaying, They cannot take thoſe Dathes, becauſe they have ſwozn to the Covenant. 
2But though ve have been thus milde towards them, andcontinued ſolong, yet we would 
not have any of them, o2 any of Our other Subjects think, that we can 02 will permit 
Epiſcopall Government, eſtabliſhed by many Acts of Parliament in that Our Kingdom, 
to be aboliſhed , ſ:cing it ts known to the whole Chziltian wozld, that the ſame is moſt 
Chaiſtian in it ſelf, and moſt Peaceable fo the Civill State, andmoſt conſonant to Monarcht- 
call Government. 

And we would have Our Dubjects of that Kingdome conſider, what wdl becomeof 
the third Eſtate therein Parliament, if Epiſcopacie ſhould be abzogated. 

And further , u9e think fit to Declare untoyou, and to the Chaiſtian u3021d, Thatby 
Our Yntention of introducing the Service-Book into that Kingdome, ue had not the 
leaſt thought of Pnnovation of Religion in this o: that, butmeerly to have aConfozmity 
with that u80zſhip of God which ts obſerved withinboth Our other Kingdomes, though 
fl minded men have w2elted ſomethings in it to alinilter ſence. 

We farther give you tounderſtand, that therc is alarge Declaration coming fozth, con- 
taining all the particular paſſages which have eccurred in this bulineſſe from the very be- 
ginning , atteſted with their own foul Acts, to diknull and ſhame their fair, but falſe wozds. 
2But becauſe this cannot ſo ſoon be made ready, we holdit moſtexpedient to let this ſhozt 
Declaration fozerun it, that Our loyall Subjects here andelſewhere, mapnot be infected 
with their falfe, wicked, ſpecious, but molt Seditious Pnfozmations. Foz erample ſake 
in their laſt Pamphict ( beſides divers other falſe, baſe , and fawning PaTages ) there are 
theſe ſcandalous and moſt notozious untruths : As firſt, they ſay, That ue havecomnut- 
ted the Arms wee now take, and the Armies Weenow raiſe, into the hands of p:ofeſſcd 
Papiſts, which is not moze diſhonourable to Oar lelk, and the noble Perſons intruſted 
by Us, then otiouſly and notoztouſly falſe. Again they lapy.,, That ſome of power in the 
Hierarchie of England, have been the cauſe cf Dur taking Arms to Pnvade Our native 


Kingdom, and of medling with their Religion; whereas it is molt certain , that no 
one of them have done any thing therein, but by Our own Paincely direction and com- 
mand. And foz Arms, itis notozioully known to all Dur Councell then pzeſent , That 
their Counſels were foz Peace, and have been the perſwvaders (aſmuch as in them lay ) 
of the undeſerved Moderation wherewith we Have hitherto p2oceeded towards ſo great 
Offenders. 


And further they ſay, That they intend no Act of Holtility againſt England, nnleſſe 
they ſhall beneceſſitatedin thetr own defence. We would fain know, defence of what « Ps 
{t of diſobedience: Defence againſt whom? Js it not againſt Us their True and Law- 
full Soveraignz: Yf they will defend againſt Us, it ought to be by Law , and not by 
Arms: That defence we ſhall never deny them; This by Arms we ſhall never permit 
them. Now Our Laws which they ſeem ſo much to value, arein amanner oppzeſt by 
them, in {ſo much that Dur Pudges are ſo awed, as thatthey dare Hardly pzoceed accozding 
to Law. : | 
With thele, and the 1tke mutinons Libels, xe deſire Our good Subjects ſhould not 
be infected, but that all of them might know the pzeſent neceſſity uwde Have to Arm Our 
Self, which is foz no other end, ſave onely foz the fafety and ſecurity of this Pur King- 
dom,the reeſtabliſhment of Dur Authounties in that, and the ſuppzeſſing of ſuch as have 
miſled and abuſed Our Subjects there, and would (if not pzevented ) do the like here; 
but is no way to infozce any Jnnovation of Religion eſtabliſhed in that Kingdom, 02 
any wayes to infringe the Laws thereof, oz any of their Liberties whatſcever , which 
are acco:ding to Law. 

Theſeare therefoze to willand Command all Our loving Subjects ofthis Pur King- 
dom, That they receive no moze of their ſeditions Pamphlets lent from <cotland, oz any 
other place concerning thoſe affairs, which can have no other uſe oz influence then to dzaw 
the hearts of Qurloyall People tothe likerebellious courſes, And that ſuch of Our Sub- 
jects here, as have already received any of theſe Rebellious Pamphlets, do pzeſently delt- 
ber them to the next Juſtice of Peace, thathe may ſend them to one of Our Secretaries, as 
both they andthe Puſtices ofÞeace will anſwer it at their uttermoſt perils. 

And Our further v9ill and pleaſurets, That this Our Pzoclamation and Declaration 
be readin time of Divine Service tnevery Church within the Kingdom, That all Pur 
Peopleto the meaneſt, may ſee the notozious carriages oftheſe men, andl1tkewiſe the Yuſtice 
and Mercy ofall Dur pzoctedings.

Ae) zz this Realm, by the encouragement of Fiſhermen and Pariners to go to the Seas fo2 the taking of 
FINER, Fi & Fiſh; whichLabos and Politick Conſtitutions Have heretotoze been quickned by ſundzy Pzoclama- 
28 War 2% tirns,and other Acts and D2dinances of State. in the times of Dur Ropal Pzedecefſo2s,and by ſe- 


ZOR0 [BA / F- beral P2oclamations ſet fozth by Us. And whereas notwithſtanding {o many good p2obviſions 
Tu I Saad heretotoze had and made in that kind,all ſo2ts of people have fo2 many years laſt paſt, taken upon 
them ſuch aliberty to Kill, dzeſs and eat Fleſh in the Lear-ſeaſon, and other days and times p2ohibited, as now it is 
become ſo inv-terate an evil, that it will require moze than n2dinary care to redzeſs the ſame : We therefoze much af - 
fecting the refo2mation of ſo great and growing an evil, whichis ſo great an enemp to the plenty of this Dur Kingdom, 
have thought fit t!us timely (the better to take away all pzetences ofercule)to expzeſs Dur ſelf and Our Ropal Com:

92 ſufter any fleſh tobe eaten in their houſes in the Leoc-time, oz at any time p2ohibited, contrary to Law. And fo? the 
Butchers, and others that come with Baron. Uictual o2 Fleſh outof the Countrey into the City, and places adjacent, 
Dur Pleaſure is, That the Lo2d Payoz and Juſtices of Peace reſpectively, ſhall cauſe certain perſons to watch at the 
Gates, and other like places adjacent to the City of London, twhere fleſh may be bzought, to viewand ſearch, and toin- 
tercept the ſame; andif any ofthoſe Watchmen ſhall be found negligent and cozcupt in his charge, they ſhall be pu- 
niſhed fo2 uch their negligence and cozruption, accozding to Law. And tothe end that Fiſhermen may imploy them- 
ſelves at Dea with better encouragement then heretotoze, and that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themſelves with ſuch 
ſtoze from time t9 time hereafter, as ſhall be expedient, as well fo? the pzoviſion of the City, as fo2 ſelling the ſame at 
reaſonable rates; We wfll that they take notice of this Dur Commandment and conſtant reſolution fo2 obſervance of 
Lent, and Fiſh-days, both now and hereafter, as by Lawis required. Andfozafſinuch as the uſe andliberty now ta- 
ken, is (ofar declined from the abirinence and moderation of fozmer times, as inſtead of faſting and fozbearing Sup- 
pers upon Fridays, and other times which were beretoloze duely obſerved, there is now nothing moze uſual then to 
make ſpecial choice of Friday-nights foz ſuppers and entertainments, and to mark out thoſe days and nights foz riot 
and exceſs, to the great offence and ſcandal of Dur Government:Fo2 the avoiding whereof,as We think it fit that eve- 
ry man ſhould be a rule of ozter and abltinence in his ovon houle, as well in reſpect of the publick, as of his pzivate eaſe 
and benefit, ſo We ſtraitly Charge and Command all Yan-holders, keepers of D2dinary-tables,Uictuallers, Cooks. 
Alehouſe-keepers, and Taverners, not to make any Suppers foz any perſon oz perſons whatſoever upon ' riday- 
nights, either in Lea: o20utof Len, no2 ſufter any meat to be then d2efſed, uttered, ſold, oz eaten in their houſes. 
upon pain of ſuch puniſhment as is due to thole that ſhall contemn Dur Ropal Pleaſure and Commandment,andas by 
due courſe of the Laws may be inflicted.
